THE LIFE OF A SOLDIER OF FORTUNE 


Since the new Attorney General de- 


cided that America is an open all-the- 
year-round field for recruitment to alien 
armies by dismissing the indictments ob- 
tained by his predecessor various emis- 
saries of foreign lands have been crowd- 
ing around student aviation areas in this 
country signing up our adventuresome 
lads. 


It is customary to make the salesman 


a soldier of fortune, one of those glamor- 
ous figures that no one understands but 
who can lure young chaps into anything 
and sometimes their elders with them. 


Colonel Charles Sweeny 
who 
has 


been signing up American youths for the 
French army with promises of plenty of 
exciting action has an almost unbeliev- 
able record in his persistent and eternal 
seeking after the battlefield. 


Sweeny has excellent military train- 


ing. 
He attended West Point for three 


years but could not wait for his diploma 
to undertake the quiet life then prevailing 
in the American army when he saw the 
smoke of -war in Central and South Amer- 
ica. No sooner had the World war got- 
ten under way when Sweeny enlisted in 
the French Foreign Legion, became an 
officer for conspicuous courage, was dec- 
orated three times by the French gov- 
ernment, and finally sent to this coun- 
try when we undertook to make Europe 
a nice place to live forevermore. 
He 


repeated the same energy, devotion and 
courage in the American army and his 
list of medals grew as his service in- 
creased. 


Sw'eeny was in a Paris hospital recov- 


ering from wounds -when the Armistice 
came along. Shortly thereafter he heard 
there was a lot of fighting in Poland, so 
he was off to the new war. When that 
was ended he had several years of the 
most boresome inactivity. But suddenly 
a lovely, murderous outbreak occurred in 
Morocco between the French and the Riffs 
and Sweeny turned toward it with the ecs- 
tasy of a sun-flower smiling up at Old 
Sol. 


A man with his record, convictions 


and outlook is a menace to boys of twenty 
anywhere. And principally because he is 
so genuine. If the rat-a-tat-tat of machine 
guns is not exactly music to his soul it is 
at least the only thing that can arouse his 
interest and hold his attention. 


These soldiers of fortune are among 


the greatest puzzles it has pleased Heaven 
to create. They run an almost invariable 
design with ample quantities of kindness, 
generosity and self-sacrifice. 
But they 


appear to have no conscience. When one 
of them induces a bright-eyed youth to 
abandon duty in his own country for a 
mirage abroad he actually believes the 
sickly and indefinite outlines of the latter 
are somehow realistic and highly prefer- 
able to the former.

dier of fortune is that of Old Ben, the 
fire-engine horse of which every depart- 
ment had at least one before motorization 
destroyed romance. For Old Ben came 
to life with all the dash of a cavaiier 
whenever the alarm sounded, and pawed 
his stall and pranced at the confirmation 
made by the du21 echo from the great bell 
in the tower. 


A soldier of fortune loves the parade, 


the music, the rub of inarching shoulders.' 
the smoothness of military operations, and 
he values high the keen hunger that is 
sharpened to a razor edge by the wafted 
aromas from the field kitchen. If all this 
means torn limbs, ether, amputations and 
hospital cots, it is just too bad because 
he cannot help it. 


He is willing to sweat like a truck 


horse,—but-not at unmilitary labor. Ho 
is willing to die like a dog,—but only 
for glory.

UNIVERSITY TRUCULENCE 


Here we have yet another "liberal" or- 


ganization of students at the University 
of Wisconsin, a group which gives some- 
what belligerently as one of its objectives 
and purposes the defense of the school 
against the "attacks" of the Heil admin- 
istration. 


That declaration of intention, it seems 


to us, reveals the error which the univer- 
sity community has been making during 
the last year and a half, and which more 
than anything else lies at the bottom of 
what are called the troubles of the in- 
stitution under the Heil regime. 


The university insists upon truculence, 


forgetting what appears to us to be self- 
evident, that Governor Heil speaks the 
thoughts of a far greater number of Wis- 
consin citizens, who maintain that univer- 
sity, than does the university itself. 


What has Heil done to "attack" the 


university? 


He has cut its budget, with the willing 


help of a legislature of 133 members, as 
he cut the budgets of many other big 
state departments. According to all the 
evidence available, the people support 
that move. At least there was no consid- 
erable protest when the deed was done. 


Heil suggested once or twice that the 


charges for tuition to non-resident stu- 
dents were not equitable or practicable, 
that as a result the taxpayers of -Wis- 
consin are paying for the education of 
students from New York, New Jersey, 
Illinois, and elsewhere. Where is the at- 
tack in that claim? 
It seems to us, and 


many others, that Hejl has been on firm 
ground on that point. 


He has remarked that some, profes- 


sors only spend a few hours a week in 
the classroom. Many of us are inclined to 
believe he struck home there too.

of our state university scholars who rare- 
ly address their students always have 
plenty of time to appear before Madison 
women's clubs.

Reorganize State 


Psychiatric Unit 


Field Men Will be Sta- 
tioned at Central Points 


F o r E c o n o m y 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — Reorganization of the 


state psychiatric field service un- 
der the administration of the new 
state public welfare board was re- 
vealed here. 


During the last decade or so, it 


was pointed out, a traveling force 
of psychiatrists furnished complete 
mental and physical examinations 
for all inmates of state penal and 
correctional institutions. Under the 
new system, the specialists will be 
located at central points in the 
state, thus saving traveling expens- 
es, according to welfare 
depart- 


ment officials, and increasing ef- 
ficiency through reducing traveling 
time. 


The staff now consists of eight 


medical men who give special ex 
animations .to all inmates who are 
suspected of mental diseases, in ad- 
dition to routine examinations for 
new admissions and parole appli- 
cants. 


A recent bulletin of the depart- 


ment gives its purpose thus: 


"This department was established 


to ascertain what sort of human 
material is received by the institu- 
tions, to aid in determining whether 
or not a parolee will adjust to civ- 
il life, and to provide data for mak- 
ing a comprehensive and scientific 
study of crime and prevention of 
crime. 


"Eventually, it is hoped that the 


mind and personality of the crim- 
inal will be studied before sentence 
is passed. Legal punishment, or re- 
habilitative processes, will then be 
based on the individual instead of 
the crime. At the present time the 
prisons and reformatories are dis- 
charging men and women, when the 
psychiatrists, 
institution 
managers 


and officials know will commit an- 
other crime and be back in the in- 
stitution in a short time. On the 
other hand, many men and women 
are received at the institutions who 
should have been placed on proba- 
tion," it was said.

Declarer promptly put up dummy's 
ace and ran off five spade tricks, 
followed by three rounds of dia- 
monds, on the third of which he 
discarded his remaining club. He 
now played the ace of hearts and a 
email heart to the king. 


Meanwhile, East had been getting 


wjueezed. In order to stop the heart 
suit he would have to retain all 
four, but inasmuch as he had also 
to keep his club king, he found the 
former impossible. Therefore, de- 
clarer had only to cash his heart 
Buit $y his 13 tricks. 


Without East's double, and on a 
normal opening lead from West, 
declarer might very easily have 
guessed the play wrong. He would 
have tried to split the heart suit, 
but after he found that East had it 
stopped he would have cashed his 
diamonds and run off his spades. 
Now whether to finesse West for 
the king of clubs or to play a 
squeeze against East for the king of 
clubs and the established 
heart 


stopper, would be a sheer guess.

If Child Can't be Left Alone 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"If you had to work every day and often late at night, and you were 


trying to keep a home for a boy of fifteen and he kept growing worse 
and worse, what would you do? Send him to school to stay for the whole 
time or keep on trying to keep him at home?" 


There seems to me to be no choice here. A home for a child means 


that there is somebody waiting for him when he arrives, somebody to 
give him meals, direct him in his course, control his ways. No child can 
grow up alone. There are some children who can be left to themselves 
and who try to do right, and who manage somehow to get along, but 
they arc few. 


When the child who is left alone all day begins to go wrong, it is time 


to place him where he can be attended to and helped to go right. Thc 
boarding school offers the best solution for his difficulty. 


"But I wanted to keep him with me. I hated to part with him," said 


one mother in this predicament. 


"But he is getting into trouble with the police. That will never do

Trade Program Vital 


To Neutral Nations 


Wuhlngton — (#) _ prof. James 


Grafton Rogers of Yale told the 
senate finance committee today 
that if the United States abandoned 
its reciprocal trade program Euro- 
pean neutral nations would be forc- 
ed to give up hope of maintaining 
normal commerce and seek the best 
possible bargains with belligerents. 


Appearing in support of legisla- 


tion 
to extend the program for 


three years, Rogers described trade 
agreements as a stabilizing influ- 
ence in "a desperate world," 


"If we abandoned the principle 


of 
equality 
in our trade agree- 


ments," he said, "the little nations 
of Europe would give up any hope 
of maintaining trade in a normal 
manner and simply surrender them- 
selves to trading under the best 
conditions they could obtain from 
the belligerents."
